Now I assert, 
without fear ot contradiction, that it the 
manufacturers of plated goods in this 
country conld eet their nickel free ot 
tax they could supply the markets of 
the world 
Tho demand for labor would 


be increased, aod, of necessity, the wagea 
of the laborer would go up. But no; our 
industry may sufl'er, our laborers bo de- 
prived o£ wort, onr people lose the fruits 
of tbair siill and enterprise; 'all these 
may perish, but let Mr. Wbarton levy bis 
annual 'tax and mislead the people by 
calling it protection to' American indus- 
try ."

Tho papers opposed to tho protection 


of American industry aad American la- 
bor, reproduced this speech ot Wheeler's 
to show tho "robbery" in protection, But 
Mr. Kadolyffe, secretary |.ot the Boston 
Home Market olub, sent a letter to tho 
Meriden company, ot Connecticut, with 
a copy of Mr. Wheeler's speech, and in- 
quired SB to the truth of tho statements 
it contained. Mr. Horace C. Wilcor, 
president of tho Meriden company ans- 
wered the statements ot Mr. Wheeler on 
the 31 of this month. 


The reasdn why tho Horidou company 


established & factory in Canada, was that 
they were practically excluded from that 
country by the protective duty it levied 
ou mokel goods exported from the United 
States. Their trade was largo in Cana- 
da and so to hold tha business they were 
compelled to I uild a factory there, jast 
as -several English firms ore doing m the 
United States. The duty on nickel had 
nothing to.do with it, and furthermore 
not one cent's woith of tho goods made 
in Canada are exported to other coun- 
tries. The Moriden company not only 
did not move to Osmda on account of 
the duty on nickel, bnfc tho fact remains 
that a"!! the raw material used in the 
Canadian faotory is furnished from Mer- 
iden ! So that the price ot material ia the 
same in both countries.

Tbey"grumbitJ about the duty 


on nickel. What are tho facts ? Before 
tho Wharton mine was discovered the 
nickel used in this country came from 
Europe, and the Americans had to pay 
from SI. 50 to S200 a pound font. A 
doty of 25 cents was placet! on nickel 
when the Whorton mine was opened, but 
in 1SS3 the duty was reduced to 15 cents, 
80 that the price ot nickel is 05 cents a 
pound under protection, when it was 
from SI. 50 to S2.QO a pound under free 
trade. Eemovo the duty on nickel, and 
that would not reduce tho price of plated 
goods, for fifteen oents a pound duty ia
